This is a summary of what 
parents and teachers should 
know about the disease called 
"infantile paralysis." 

The disease is not very well 
named. It is usually found in 
children under ten years of age- 
yet it is also common in young 
adults UP to 18 or 20 years. In 
fact some 'years ago, polio- 
myelitis (as it is technically 
known because of involvement 
of the brain and spinal cord) 
was accurately diagnosed in a 
Newmarket man 40 years of age. 

Polio is most prevalent during 
the latter part of August and 
the peak being reached in Sep- 
tember, the number of cases 
diminishing with the onset of 
cooler weather. It is compara- 
tively rare during the first six 
months of the year. 

It is not the one in 20 death 
rate that drives terror to the 
mother's heart when her child is 
stricken with Infantile paralysis, 
hut the fact that It may be left 
a helpless cripple for life, and 
yet It is now known that only a 
small number of those contract- 
ing the disease develop paralys-

Canada, and by far the largest 
number of cases are in the city 
of" Montreal, but so far there 
have been only a few cases in 
Ontario and Toronto. There 
have been no cases in or around 
Ncwmarloet. 

Since the epidemic of 1937, 
when there were about 3,000 
cases diagnosed and reported in 
Ontario, the disease has not been 
so common. 

This is a communicable 
disease and is spread from per- 
son to person by its highly con- 
tagious virus. Even a healthy 
person may carry the infection 
tb others. The germ, or virus as 
St Is called, is supposed to be 
present In the nose or throat 
and may be transmitted by 
coughing, kissing, sneezing It 
may also be carried by clothing, 
dishes used by the sick person, 
the discharges, the house fly. 
and has even been found in 
sewage. 

The onset of infantile paralys- 
is may be like a head or chest 
cold with sore throat and fever, 
or it may be an indefinite -sick- 
ness, marked wltli elevated tem-

Dixon, an original mem- 
ber of the association, said that 
while he favored a friendly 
atmosphere he thought each or- 
ganization should function sepa- 
rately in I order to get best re- 
sults.

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THE ECONOMY OF 

A SWIMMING POOL = - 

A full accounting of the cost of the swimming 
instruction program, sponsored by the Newmar- 
ket Community Recreation Program at Lake 
■ Wilcox, is not yet ready but preliminar> estim- 
ates place it well over $1,200. Other estimates 
of interest are the approximate cost "for each 
child on each trip of 30 cents for transportation 
from Newmarket to Lake Wilcox and back, and 
two cents for instruction and supervision. 

- These latter figures are interesting in that they 
show where a saving of 28 cents per child might 
have been accomplished had there been a swim- 
ming pool in'Newmarket. That difference of 28. 
cents in the total would have made a sizable 
down-payment on a swimming pool for Newmar- 
ket The money spent in transportation could 
have been spent in starting the construction of a 
swimming pool but since it could not. have been 
completed in time for this summer, members of 
the recreation council considered immediate in- 
struction of more importance than the cost. Con- 
sidering the number of deaths by drowning each 
year in Ontario, and considering the proximity of 
Newmarket to large bodies of water, there can 
be no disputing the decision. 

Recognizing the importance of teaching every' 
child how to swim, the disparity in the costs of 
transportation and instruction) is a further dem- 
onstration of how necessary it is to Newmarket 
that a swimming pool be built. As long as the 
argument in favor of a swimming pool was based 
on the more adequate provision of healthy recre- 
ation for children, there might have been some 
justification in disputing its value in terms of ex- 
pense. Jn the face of a rising toll from drown- 
ing," with vacations beside water becoming a part 
of every family's summer program, there can. be 
no argument in terms of cost. The. value of a 
child's life can never compare with the cost of a 
swimming pool/ be it luxurious as Cleopatra's 
baths.* 

A swimming pool can be ready for next sum- 
mer if plans for its construction and financing 
are begun at once. It need not be a municipal 
project in the sense that it is undertaken by the 
Newmarket town council. There are sufficient 
interested organizations in Newmarket to carry 
the project to a successful end. As a senior body 
in Newmarket, let the town council name a rep- 
resentative citizens* committee to do the job. 
Once begun, there can be no doubt that such a 
committee will receive the whole-hearted support 
of the citizens of Newmarket. 



A FEDERAL LABOR 
CODE NOW 

The picket line about a strike-bound factory 
has taken on all the aspects of a wartime block- 
ade of an enemy country. Non-striking work- 
men are prevented entry into the plant by a 
variety of methods ranging from a show of force 
in front of the factory gates "to the barricade of 
cars which strikers used to block' streets leading 
to the Ford plant in Windsor. If there was any 
doubt whether such practices are lawful, a recent 
judgment handed down by Magistrate J. E. Prit- 
chard, K.C., should dispel it. 

Magistrate Prilchard found two labor organ- 
izers, who had prevented the passage of non- 
s|riking employees through the picket line at the 
Anaconda Brass company plant at New Toronto, 
guilty under section 501 of the Criminal Code" of 
"watching and besetting." He ruled that while 
workmen have the right to strike and form 
picket lines, they have not the right to hinder in 
any way other workmen who wish to pass 
through the picket line. 

If there was an attempt to enforce this section 
of the Criminal Code at Hamilton where the 
Stelco plant is being picketed by striking steel- 
men, there would be mass violence as there has 
been in the past. Of more importance, it is 
questionable whether such an altempl would be 
successful. A determined picket line has been 
able to resist, with at least partial success, at- 
tempts to break through it by the police. 

A law which cannot be enforced to the letter- 
has. no place on the statute books. Continual 
defiance of one law will lead to excesses of law- 
breaking ntft now contemplated. Canada has so 
far largely avoided the industrial blood-shed 
which was prominent in steel and coal strikes a 
few years ago in the United States. Attempts to 
enforce section 501 of the Criminal Code will 
lead in that direction, however, just as effective- 
ly as following the policy of no action to enforce 
the section. 

The cause of this dilemma is not section 501. 
The air-tight picket line is organized labor's 
answer to strike-breaking tactics of management. 
If the right to organize, the right to bargain col- 
lectively, the right to sttike are recognized, then 
a limit on the practices of strike-breaking is a 
reasonable corollary. The lack of such legisla- 
tion is one cause of the bitterness of current in- 
dustrial disputes. The fact is that there is no 
unified labor code- modern In its recognition of 
the complexities of industrial disputes and con- 
taining checks against the development of a situ- 
ation such as now exists at Hamilton. 

The federal government has as its duty the im- 
mediate provision of such a code, designed above 
all to maintain production. Towards that end, 
•auch - a code should Include arbitration boards 
made up of public, labor and management repre- 
sentatives to sit on wage deputes, provision of 
enforced coollng-off periods, protection of each

party from unjust action by the other, recogni 
tion of- the various types of Industrial disputes 
with provision of means to settle them without 
interfering .with production. . 

Such a code has long been wanting in Canada. 
Nothing could so demonstrate its need as the 
current situation In the steel industry where an 
industrial dispute has been allowed to develop 
to a point where the whole economy of the 
country has suffered. The immediate provision 
of impartial legislation defining the rights of 
labor and management and providing definite 
arbitration procedures will prevent a repetition 
of the lamentable failure of the government to 
maintain production. ,

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SHUTTING OUT 
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FROM A POLITICAL 
POINT OF VIEW 
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It's all according to your politics. The Thurs- 
day issues of the Toronto Daily Star and the 
Toronto Evening Telegram carried headlines on 
the same story, the announcement in the House 
of Commons regarding deserters from the ser- 
vices. The Star said: "14,000 Deserters Lose 
Rights." The Telegram said: "Army Deserters 

Forgiven." 

Here is the gist of the news stories which car- 
ried these widely divergent headlines. The min- 
ister of defence, Hon. D. C. Abbott, and the 
minister of labor, Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, 
made announcements in the House of Commons 
to the effect that deserters still absent are to be 
deprived of their discharge benefits and gratu- 
ities, and that no further court actions will be 
instituted. 

The Telegram, a Progressive Conservative 
newspaper, has been very much concerned about 
the fate of deserters. It has expressed editorial 

fears about the "pressure" exerted on the gov- 
ernment from Quebec to announce a general 
amnesty as after the last war. Apparently, in 
the announcements in the house, the Telegram 
finds its fears realized. In a sub-headline to the 
news story, it says "Ottawa yields to pressure for 
amnesty for deserters and draft dodgers.' 1 

The Star, a Liberal newspaper, pooh-poohs any 
suggestion of amnesty, devoting most of the 
news story to the "penalties." Apparently the 
Star recognizes the wide-spread feeling in 
Ontario against general amnesty and in its 
story, says: "It is not amnesty for these persons 
for there is the specific penalty that these people 
who went absent without leave or who deserted 
before Jan. 1, 1946, and weren't apprehended be- 
fore Aug. 15, will lose *all rights, privileges and 
benefits' that would normally result from their 
military service." 

When the political pro and con of the issue is 
removed, it can hardly be said that a penalty is 
being imposed upon a man in shape of the loss 
of service benefits when that man- has never 
served as is the case of those who ignored draft 
calls. Neither can it be said that deserters are 
forgiven when, as the government statement in- 
fers, the expense is not worth the tracking of the 
absentees down. The headlines quoted above 
are a fair example of the political outlook of the 
respective dailies and their resulting interpreta- 
tion of the news.

OF OFFICERS' MESS

The citizens committee, under whose sponsor- 
ship the Jiily 1 sports day was held at the mili- 
tary camp when it was used as a training centre, 
has voted lo continue, at least temporarily, and 
to consider the possibilities of operating the of- 
ficers* mess as a social centre for Newmarket. 
Citizens generally will applaud the decision. 
Newmarket sorely needs a community centre 
where public affairs such as leas, parties, and 
sales can be held, where speakers con be heard, 
and which would serve as a gathering place in 
the evenings. 

It has been suggested that advantage be taken 
of the kitchen facilities and meals served there. 
A frequent complaint heard in Newmarket is 
that there is no place to entertain a business as-

sociate. Use of the officers* mess as a restaurant 
and a community club would answer that com- 
plaint. 

The committee is meeting at the end of this 
month to further consider the possibilities of 
making a social centre of the officers' mess. 
While there is approval of the committee's inten- 
tion, there are those who fear that it may result 
in a "closed corporation." We are confident that 
the committee recognize* that making a social 
centre of the officers* mess can only be justified 
.if such a centre is truly community-wide in its 
administration and service. 



In Passing 



The. fighting between Hindus and Moslems in 
India is sufficient answer to those critics of Great 
Britain who' have' insisted that all Britain had to 
do was to get out of -India so that the Indians 
might take over ,lhe government of their own 
country. The tyranny of the caste system is far 
greater than anything employed by Great Brit- 
ain. The Indians hove yet to demonstrate a will- 
ingness to admit minorities to full rights of the 
majority; something guaranteed under British 
rule. 



In these days of stress and 
strain when we look askance at 
nations we do not understand, 
and they return. the compliment, 
re-education seems to be the 
theme song on the lips of those 
who feel there can be a better 
understanding between nations 
diverse in ideas, ideals and 
language. 

But when we Anglo-Ameri- 
cans talk of re-education -.we 
come at 1 once to the stumbling 
blocks and find that in the 
stream of prejudices and ideas 
the stepping stones arc few and 
far between. , 

Then, too, re-education is as 
many faceted as there are 
nations trying it out 

I've been, as I presume you 
have been, reading a great deal 
about the re-education of -Ger- 
many, and the seemingly in- 
surmountable difficulties that 
keep cropping up. Some one 
has said that the only hope for 
Germany is in her women and 
very small children. They main- 
tain that the men are still Nazi 
at heart and even the boys are 
so imbued with the Nazi ideol- 
ogy that change sebms a far 
away possibility — more likely a 
dream. 

There is such a chasm between 
the Nazi ideology and our ideas, 
however poorly we live up to 
them, that there seems no com- 
mon ground to meet on. When 
interviewed on the subject of 
the war — whether they did not 
think war wicked and cruel ■ — 

the answer was practically 
unanimous — "yes, when you 
lose it." There was no re- 
morse for what they had done — 
just* the refuge of the poor 
spirited blame for someone else. 
One wonders what will really 
be Germany's ultimate fate. 
The Anglo -American occupation 
forces are trying to instill 
democracy, the Russians com* 



is ever 
can see, 



munism. If Germany 
one again, as far as one 
it will be the same as Jew and 
Arab or Hindhu and Mohamme- 
dan for the democratic and com- 
munistic forms of living meet on 
very few grounds. 

It may be that it will keep 
Germany so occupied with civil 
troubles that she will not have 
time to sneak in any military 
ones. It's just another question 
in a world where question 
marks are the insignia of every 

land. 

Nazism and communism had 

one thing in common, they had 
no' religion, and it seems to me 
that this is one of the points 
where Christian nations — even if 
none are worthy of the name — 
find it hard to reach a common 
standpoint with Russia. 

We who acknowledge Christ 
as the great exponent of the real 
law and the prophets, feel that 
at the very foundation of a 
world peace, there should be a 
foundation stone of Christian 
principles, but how to lay it with 
pagan mortar? 

The Book of Revelation is a 
great book to read at a time like 
this. It reminds us that if our 
faith is neither hot nor cold, it 
doesn't amount to much. I won- 
der how many of us pray for the 
peace of the world every day. 
"More things are wrought by 
prayer than this world dreams 
of was as much a prophetic 
.utterance as if it had been writ- 
ten by Isaiah or any of the 

prophets. 

Too often we poor mortals are 
prone to forget that we have 
this most powerful and wonder- 
ful and beautiful lever in 'our 
hands. Used by everyone who 
dares call himself Christian, it 
could lift the world, out of the 
present chaos and establish it on 
a sure foundation of peace and 
brotherhood and freedom.

ted he pnd his wife were driving 
south on the Bradford highway 
on Julyj 21 about 1.20 a.m. when 
a car approached them in a zig- 
zag fashion and cut across the 
highway in front of him causing 
a collision.

Mcintosh said the damage to 
his car; a 1936 Ford,, was ; in the 
neighborhood of $255, and that 
the car which Nicholls was 
driving was also badly wrecked. 
He stated Nicholls' head was cut 
and that he smelted of whiskey 
and gin. He stated there were 
glasses in the car and evidence 
yiat there had been drinking. 
The engine of the car had caught 
fire and he, along with some 
passing motorists, had helped to 
extinguish it, he said. 

Provincial Constable Wm. Mel- 
fa o u r n e, who investigated the 
accident, stated that he found the 
1936 Ford on the west side of the 
highway facing south, and the 
car driven 'by Nicholls, on the 

west side facing north. He stated 
the cars were locked together. 
When he arrived at. York County 
hospital, Nicholls' wound had 
been dressed and he noticed he 
had been drinking, he said. 
Nicholls stated that if Mcintosh's 
lights had not ' blinded him he 
would have missed him. 

In finding Nicholls guilty. 
Magistrate Pritchard said that 
there was evidence of drinking. 
A conviction on the charge pro- 
vides for the suspension of the 
driver's license of the accused. 

Nicholls was not the owner of the 
car. 

Herbert Lepard, Newmarket, 
was fined $10 and costs or ten 
days on a charge of driving with- 
out a permit. 

Magistrate Pritchard adjourned 
the charge against A. N. McNeill, 
Lloydttown, of having liquor 
other than on his own permit, 
until Sept. 6 for judgment and 
that the defense counsel might 
produce further evidence. Mc- 
Neill pleaded not guilty to the 
charge.

He stated he had 
been present when a search had 
been made at a Toronto ware- 
house for the purchase slip for 
the wine and none had been 
found.

LOW IN LOOS! 



SAID 
SMUT 



As fall seeding approaches, 
many farmers are enquiring for 
seed wheat from a crop reason- 
ably free of loose smut which, on 
an average reduced yields by 
four to five bushels per acre 
this year ^agricultural represent- 
ative, W. M. Cockburn, reports. 
Mr. Cockburn inspected a num- 
ber of fields produced from seed 
brought in from Renfrew last 
year and there was only about 
one percent of loose smut at 
time of heading, In contrast to 
the ten to 12 percent in most 
fields. 

There is considerable interest 
in this seed and it can be pro- 
cured from some of the local 
seed dealers, seed cleaning 
plants, or . Mr. Cockburn will 
put farmers in touch with grow- 
ers. Any farmer planning to 
enter the 50-Bushel Wneat Club 
for 1946-47 would do well to se- 
cure some of this seed, Mr. 
Cockburn says. The loose smut 
organism is inside the wheat 
and can only be destroyed by 
the hot water treatment.

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An appeal is being made to all 
Aurora householders to provide 
rooming and household facilities 
to newcomers to Aurora by the 
Aurora town council. There is 
an urgent need for accommoda- 
tion, pending the building of 
homes and the easing of the'sup- 
ply of building materials, and 
many persons in Aurora could 
ease the situation by sharing ac- 
commodations. Town Clerk Har- 
old Clark points out. At pres- 
ent, there are at least ten to 15 
new families awaiting quarters 
in Aurora, and the heads of the 
households, .at least, require 
rooms, or rooms and board. Au- 
rora faces the most critical hous- 
ing situation in its history with 
an increasing population and 
everything pointing to a gradual 
influx of residents who will be 
permanently employed here. A 
survey finds a surprising num- 
ber of large homes housing only 

a few persons. 

Present buildings under con- 
struction are all either sold or 
leased. The town has had one of 
the largest changes of property 
by way of sale in its history, but 
fewer houses are coming on the 
market now as building condi- 
tions keep most householders to 
their own properly.

perature, fast pulse and pros- 
tration. The child may lie about 
and have no. inclination to go to 
school. Headache and stiff neck 
axe frequently present with the 
above symptoms. These indefin- 
ite symptoms are usually present 
before the onset of paralysis and 
this is the all-important time to 
call the doctor in order that the 
child may be taken to the hospi- 
tal and a definite diagnosis made 
by microscopic examination of 
the spinal fluid. 

While there is no cure or spe- 
cific preventative known for the 
disease, much information has 
been gained about it since the 
severe epidemic of 1937, which 

has resulted in the lowering of 
the number of cases accompan- 
ied with paralysis. So that it 
would look at present that if all 
cases of infantile paralysis could 
be diagnosed before the onset of 
paralysis, the successful treat- 
ment would be a very .simple 
matter. 

During the epidemic of 1937, 
great were- the hopes of a cure 
in the use of the blood serum 
from a convalescent case but 
these hopes were doomed to dis- 
I appointment, after being tried 
out for a long period of .time. 
Another preventative treatment 
of 1937, the spraying of all the 
school children's upper air pas- 
sages, was disappointing and 
soon fell into disuse. 

Certain preventative measures 
arc necessary v/hen an epidemic 
of this dreaded disease threat- 
ens, among which are the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) Keep all children away 
from crowds such as picnics, 
summer camps, theatres. The 
idea is prevalent that ■ schools 
are as well kept open as chil- 
dren are better at school, living 
at home under normal condi- 
tions. 

(b) Swimming or bathing in 
waters that might be contamin- 
ated. 

(c) The control of house-flies 
and mosquitoes, having particu- 
lar regard to their breeding 

places. 

(d) Wash or cook fruits be- 
fore serving. Also vegetables. 

<e) Boil drinking water or 
chlorinate if the supply is ques- 
tionable. 

(f) Use only milk or cream 
that has been pasteurized or 
boiled. 
, (g) Keep all outside toilets 
clean and use chloride of lime in 
them regularly. This will act as 
a deodorant and disinfectant. 

(h) Proper disinfection of the 
discharges of all suspected cases. 

(1) Postpone surgical opera- 
tions where possible.

Police Commissioner William Stringer has approved the 
renting of the upper quarters of the Aurora municipal 
building as headquarters and the present tenants, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack Pennock, have been given notice to vacate by the 
municipality. The lease is now in the process of being- 
signed at terms satisfactory to both parties. 

It is understood (hat Aurora 
will be the site of the new 
broadcasting system to be inaug- 
urated for the Ontario provincial 
police for central Ontario. Ont- 
ario provincial police cars will 
be serviced with new, two-way 
radio receiving and sending sets 
of considerable volume and 
range in the near future and 
messages will be relayed from 
Aurora* A high broadcasting 
tower is planned, either within 
the municipality or to the south 
of Aurora, but no definite 
announcement has been made in 
this regard. 

The rear of the municipal 
building will be re-surfaced and 
will provide parking space for 
the fleet of police cars that will 
be located in Aurora. These will 
be used for special calls, enabling 
the police to fan out quickly to 
the scene of trouble or danger as 
the occasion arises. 

It is expected that as soon as 
possible, the constables who will 
be posted here will move their 
families to town. 

The new headquarters will see 
24-hour service, and in addition 
lo the upstairs, the vaults in the 
basement as well as part of the 
cellar will be used.
